LARGEST LINER; 
NO CHAMPAGNE 


[Chieago Tribune Press Service.] 

ST. NAZAIRE, France, March 14.— 
Tle-de-France, France’s greatest ship, 
took to the water at high tide this aft- 
ernoon. Henri dal Piaz, president of 
the French line, announced a huge 
building program, calling for the imme- 
diate laying of the keel of a ship larger 
than the Dle-de-France. He said this 
new liner would challenge the suprem- 
acy of other trans-Atlantic lines. 

This Breton town, where many an 
American soldier got his first view of 
foreign soil in 1917 and 1918, was 
filled to overflowing with a smart 
crowd from Paris and thousands of 
Bretons in native costumes. 

Mme. Fould, wife of the president 
of the Penhoet works, which built the 
vessel, with a pair of silver scissors 
cut the cord to release the ship. Cham- 
pagne, once essential in all American 
launchings, was nowhere in evidence. 

The giant craft—3816 feet long, 95 
feet in the beam, and with a tonnage 
of 40,500 tons—took to the water in 
less than twenty seconds.

Gen. Jacob 8S. Coxey, leader of the 
army of unemployed that marched on 
Washington in 1894 to protest against 
working conditions, talked to 400 drift- 
ers at the Hobo college yesterday and 
showed that his feelings have not di- 
minished in the slightest since his 
memorable crusade. 

“You men are the basis of our gov- 
ernment,” he told the ragged group 
of nondescripts, “and what are you 
getting in return fer what you give? 

“Thirty-two years ago I started my 
fight te provide homes and sustenance 
for men s@ch as you. I am still fight- 
ing, and I shall continue to fight for 
the same principle, to take the govern- 
ment out of the hands of the invisible 
government and restore it to the peo- 
ple to whonr alone it belongs. The 
abolition of interest, the most impor- 
tant issue that confronts the world, 
is the one way to equality among the 
masses. 

“Why, men,” the 72 year old labor 
leader spread his arms to take in the 
whole of his audience, “if I had $16,- 
000,000 I would devote it all to prope- 
ganda to teach the people what the 
American constitution really means.”

First steps in creating Chicago's hu- 
man milk dairy will be taken today at 
the health department, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Commissioner 
Herman N. Bundesen. New mothers 
are to undergo exhaustive examina- 


tions to insure the purity of thelr | 


milk. 

All the mothers’ milk received by the 
department will be given free to or- 
phan and foundling babies, and to the 
infants of ailing, dependent mothers, 
Dr. Bundesen said. If any is left over 
—and this chance is not looked for— 
the surplus milk will be sold at cost, 
according to the commissioners. 

The plan for obtaining the milk will 
enable young mothers without means, 
who otherwise would be forced to deny 
breast milk to their babes and return 
to their employment, to feed their 
own babies and live on what thev are
